GAS MONOPOLY 


Grants Permit to Industrial 
Co. to Pipe Natural Sup- 
ply From Texas to Kan- 
sas City. ae 


*“‘COMPETITION IN 
PUBLIC INTEREST” 
Once Blocked by Federal 
Order in Preventing In- 
crease in Rates by Pres- 
ent Company.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 1.— 


The prevailing policy of granting 
regulated monopolies to public 
utilities rather than permitting 
competition, was varied today by 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission in granting a permit to the 
Industrial Gas Co. of Missouri, to 
supply natural gas te industrial 


consumers in Kansas City, Mo., in 
competition with the Kansas City 
Gas Co., which has had a monopoly 
there. sc eah 

. The tesuance ef the permit has 
been fought by the Kansas City 
Gas Co, for months. The permit 
‘will enable the Industrial Gas Co. 
to build and operate a gas distribu- 
tion system in Kansas City, to serve 
industrial ‘consumers, under a 
franchise already granted to the 
company by the City Council. 

Natural gas for the new com- 
pany will be supplied by the Kan- 
sas City-Texas Gas Co., owned by 
the same interests that contro! the 
Industrial company. Gas will be 
carried to Kansas City from the 
field at Amarillo, Tex., in a pipe 
line to be built at a cost of approx-. 
imately $32,000,000, including the 
distribution system, 

The Kansas City Gas Co. has a 
Kansas City franchise for serving 
both domestic and industrial con- 
sumers with natural gas. It ob- 
tains its gas supply from the 
Cities Service Gas Co., a pipe line 
company Owned by the Doherty in- 
terests, which also control the 
Kansas City Gas Co. 

m Beneficial.” 
. The commission overruled the 
plea of the Kansas City Gas Co. 
that it was entitled to protection as 
@ regulated monopoly, and held 
that in the circumstances, competi- 
tion would not be detrimental to 
the public interest, but would be 
beneficial. 

“It may be said that the pre- 
valling policy in State regulation 
of public utilities is to favor regu- 
lated monopolies rather than to 
encourage competition,” the com- 
mission sald inits order. “But 
this is by no means an absolute and 

rule. In-its application 
it is designed to protect and pro- 
mote the best interests‘of the pub- 
lic, and when it fails to do this 
there is no reason why this policy 
should be followed. In other 
words, the public good and the 
general public welfare is the ob- 
jective sought and all rules should 
be so applied as to attain that 
end.” 


So far as rates are concerned, 
the Kansas City Gas Co, fs an “un- 
regulated monopoly,” the commis- 
sién declares, because it buys its 
Zags from the Cities Service Gas 
Co., an allied company, at the Mis- 
souri-Kansas state line, and basos 
its Kansas City gas rates upon the 
Price paid its allied company at the 
State line. 

How Rates Were Increased. 

In a previoug case, in which the 
commission sought to prevent the 
Kansas City company from increas- 
ing its rates, based upon an in- 
crease In charges by the pipe line 
company, the Federal Court held 
the pipe line company was oper- 
ating in interstate commerce and 
the commission could not interfere. 
The Court dismissed the commis- 
sion’s suit, restrained it from inter- 
fering with the new rates, and the 
ruling was affirmed by the United 
States Supreme Court. 

In discussing the connection be- 
tween the Kansas City Gas Co, and 
the affiliated Cities Service Gas Co. 
the commission said: “These con- 
trolling interests govern the price 
of gas to consumers in Kanss 
City, to a great extent, by the sim- 
ple expedient of changing the price 
charged at the State line, and this 
commission has no power to inter- 
fere.” 

The Cities Service Gas Co. de- 
livers gas to the Kansas City Gas 
Co. at 40 cents a thousand cubic 
feet, with some reductions for gas 
sold by the Kansas City company 
to large consumers at less than the 
domestic rate. 

The commission did not approve 
any rates to be charged by the In- 
dustrial Gas Co., as this is a matter 
that will be presented when the 


company actually begins opera- 


tions. 

There was testimony that the 
Kansas City Texas Gas Co., which 
de to furnish ita supply, would ob- 
tain gas in the Amarillo field at 3 
cefits a thousand cubic feet, com- 
pared to 8 to $ cents paid by the 
Cities Servicé company in the Kan- 
gas field. 
® The proposed financial structure 
ef the Industrial company was 
not approved in the order, as that 
also will come before the commie- 
sion later. The order grants the 
permit required by law, before a 
gas utility can begin construction 
of a distribution system, and car- 
ries the authority to operate it 
wheg dt is constructed.

there had prevented any disorders 
or looting. 

A hospital and dispensary at 
Temuco were demolished and the 
Cathedral at L’Nares is in ruins. 
The Port of Concepcion reported 
two injured and considerable prop- 
erty damage. The Port of Tome 
euffered slight damage to houses. 
A warship has been ordered to 
Concepcion to aid in relief work. 
The government has authorized 
the use of funds to enable the af- 
flicted localities to meet the situ- 
ation. President Ibanez, who was 
touring in Southern Chile, an- 
nounced that he would visit the 
stricken district to inform himself 
of its needs. 

Small Damage in Santiago. 
Santiago and Valparaiso were 
only slightly damaged, but several 
persons were injured in the panic- 
stricken rush of the populace for 
the open air when the earthquake 
awoke them, 

The earth tremors recurred for a 
period of three hours, although only 
the most severe was felt in the cap- 
ital. The first shock lasted half a 
minute. The epicenter ts thought 
to have been near Talca. 

The torrent from the broken res- 
ervoir of Barahona mining camp 
swept away houses and their occu- 
pants as it raced down the valley 
toward Cachapoal. The reservoir 
held water used in washing the ore 
from the copper mines. 

Warnings were sent tg the vil- 
lages down the valley. including Rio 
Abajo. Although structures along 
the river bank in Cachapoal were 
swept away and silt was heaped 
high In the lower ‘part of the town 
by the raging stream, the authori- 
ties think emergency measures they 
have taken will keep the flow in 
check, 

The authorities of Rancagua, the 
capital of the province, a. little 
lower in “the. valley, took measures 
to prevent the fouled water from 
entering the reservoirs of drinking 
water in that vicinity. 

While the Government tonight 
was making every effort to deter- 
mine the extent of the catastrophe, 
in order to aid the stricken inhabi- 
tants, ittould obtain only fragmen- 
tary news over roundabout routes, 
due to the almost total breakdown 
in telegraph and telephone commu- 
nications within the affected re- 
gion. 

The area affected most seriously 
by the shocks lies in the south cen- 
tral part of this narrow country, 
between the Andes and the Pacific, 
and stretches from Rancagua, 
which is 62 miles from here, to 
towns about 200 mileg to the south. 


The most recent previous séverc 
earthquake in Chile was that of 
November, 1922, which destroyed 
whole towns in Southern Chile, 
while tidal waves engulfed the sea- 
ports. The VU. 8. 8S. Cleveland, 
which today landed Herbert Hoo- 
ver at Guayaquil, Ecuador, in 1922, 
with the American warship Den- 
ver, was sent to Chile with relief 
supplies from the Canal

MUSSOLINI ISSUES 
REBUKE TO FRANC 
ON COURT DECISION 


Two-Year Sentence for 
Slayer Considered Too 
Light — Street Crowds 
Cry for War.

ROME, Dec. 1.—Premier Musso- 
lini today rebuked France for the 
light sentence imposed by Paris 
courts on the killer of the Italian 
Vice Consul. He took cognizance 
of the fevered demonstrations of 
the last two days in a speech be- 
fore the Council of Ministers, sig- 
nificant for the frank criticism ex- 
pressed. 

“The whole nation,” he said, 
“these last few days has been 
gravely and justly wounded by the 
sentence of the Parisian jury 
which almost acquitted the assas- 
sin of an old faithful servant of 
the State, the consular represen- 
tative of Italy at Paris. 

“The Government understands 
the indignant emotion of the Ital- 
ian people and is happy to note 
that the spontaneous demonstra- 
tions of the student masses went 
off with perfect discipline.” 

Wide Reaction Expected. 

This utterance from the Fascist 
autocrat and symbol of Italian 
power in the modern world is ex- 
pected to have a profound influ- 
ence. Demonstrators welcome it 
as extremely favorable to their ac- 
tivities. Military men are elated 
and foresee a return to the battle 
fields. 

The cry of war is heard in every 
avenue of Rome _ tonight. Im- 
promptu parades of students are 
many, some with banners aloft, 
others brandishing posters of the 
Fascist chief and premier, all 
shouting for hostilities* with the 
French.

Senator Mentions Boulder Canyon, Kellogg

With most of the major legisla- 
tion mapped out for it disposed of 
at the first session of the Con- 
gress, the House approaches the 
short and final session with an eye 
toward completing work on other 
important bills still pending and 
sending to the Senate as soon as 
possible the annual supply meas- 
ures. 

If we are to have a special ses- 
sion of the new Congress to con- 
sider tariff revision this should 
be held in the fall so as to permit 
a thorough study at hearings to 
start after March 4 by the Ways 
and Means Committee.” 

Farm relief can and should be 
passed at the short session, The 
long pending Muscle Shoals queées- 
tion also should bé settled and de- 
mands for a reapportionment of 
the House membership met. The 
farm bill. could be put through 
quickly by eliminating the features 
of the McNary-Haugen measure to 
which strong objection has been 
made and leaving for a possible 
extra session relief provisions re- 


lating to the tariff. 

I foresee little delay in passing 
the nine annual appropriation bills. 
The Appropriations Committee har 
been working almost a month anc 
there is a probability that we may 
dispose of two or three of there 
measures before the Christmas 
holidays. 

The record of accomplishment of 
the first session of the Seventieth 
Congress is a goal for the con- 
cluding session which we stait 
Monday.

The petition placed with ths 
court took the position that tne

“possesses a virtual monopoly of 
the sale and transmission of elec- 
‘trical energy in interstate com- 
merce,’ constituting a burden on 
such commerce. It maintained 
that the records the cOmpany re- 
fused to produce “are necessary to 
determine whether such a burden 
has in fact been created in _— 
tion of the anti-trust laws.’’ 

The petition outlined the argu- 
ment of the company’s legal coun- 
sel, which questioned, first, the 
commission’s power to issue subpe- 
nas under the Senate Investigation 
order; second, whether the com- 

_ pany was engaged in interstate 
commerce; third, whether the at- 
tempt to examine the records sub- 
penaefl was a violation of the con- 

_ stitutional prohibition of unreason- 
able searches and seizures. 

Holding Companies Brought In. 

The brief argued that the com- 
pany came within the terms of the 
Senate’s resolution, that it “is en- 
gaged in or has a substantial con- 
t*xol over interstate commerce in 
electrical energy or gas; that it oc- 
cupies directly or indirectly a mo- 
nopolistic position in various sec- 
tions of the country, and that it is 
the dominating force and influence 
in large numbers of companies 
which it does not directly own.’’ 

In support of its contention that 
the company had monopolistic con- 
‘trol, the commission ¢ited “the or- 
ganization of a number of holding 
companies to which it has trans- 
ferred the stock owned by it of op- 
erating public utility companies.” 

“Among these holding compa- 
nies,” the brief said, ‘‘are the Amer- 
ican Gas & Electric Co., American 
Power & Light Co., Carolina Power 
& Light Co.. Electric Power & 
Eight Corporation, Lehigh Power 
Securities Corporation and National 
Power & Light Co.” 

Each of these holding companies, 
the petition continued, owned a ma- 
jority of voting stock in a number 
of operating public utility compa- 
nies selling electric energy or gas 
to purchasers in other states.

To me, who count mvy- 
self among the earliest and warm- 
est of Mr. O'Neill's admirers, the 
decline of his work began when h: 
wrote “Desire Under the Elms,” a 
play in which people are reduced 
below the level of the beasts. 
Since the production of that piece, 
the poct in Mr. O'Neill has steadily 
dropped out of sight. What re- 
mains is a highly skillful theatrical! 
craftsman. Mr. O'Neill has an un- 
usually keen -sense of the theater, 
as, indeed, he ought to have con- 
sidering his parentage; and it is 
his flair for a situation and an ef- 
fective curtain which enables him 
to seize and keep the attention of 
his audience. I have not seen “De- 
sire Under the Elms” acted, but 
in reading it. although I loathed it. 
I realized that it was a remarkably 
good acting play. “Strange Inter- 
lude” is not a great play: it is not 
even the best play that Mr. O'Neill 
has written: but it is uncommonly

IVING composers alone are to 
be represented on the program 
Emil Oberhoffer, guest con- 

ductor, will present with the Bt. 

Louis Symphony Orchestra at the 

Odcon Friday afternoon and Sat- 

mrday evening of this week. Rus- 

sian, French, Italian and Ameri- 
can composers are represented. 

Three of the works are new to 

syinphony audiences. 

The novelties are Prokefieff's 
“Symphony Classique,” and the 
concert suite from his opera “The 
Love of Three Oranges,” together 
with the “Feast of the Spider” a 
suite from a ballet pantomime by 
that interesting Frenchman. 

Together with» these will he 
played the overture of Wolf-Fer- 
rari’s opera “The Secret of Su- 
ganne’ which opens the program, 
and the symphonic poém, “Missis- 
sippi’” by Dr. Ernest R. Kroeger 
of St. Louis. 

Back of four of the five works 
is an interesting story. Suzanne's 
Secret, much more horrifying in 
those days than these, was that 
she smoked.

“Oh!” was a profound criticism of 
the scene. It denoted not only that 
the audience was shocked, but that 
it was rightly shocked, that its in- 
articulate sense of artistic outrage 
was sound. In this scene Mr. 
O'Neill forfeited his sense of fact 
to his sense of the theater, exactly 
as Shakspeare, to gain a good 
theatrical situation, ate his own 
words in ‘‘Hamlet’” where he first 
of all proved beyond a peradven- 
ture, as President Wilson used to 
say, that Ophelia was accidentally 
drowned, and then makes the 
Church give her “maimed rites’ of 
burial on the ground that “her 
death was doubtful.’’ 

Shakspeare knew that the Eliza- 
bethan audience would be horrified 
by the thought of a girl being 
buried in unsanctified ground be- 
cause she had committed suicide, 
and he deliberately chose to get an 
effect by contradicting himself. In 
that world in which there were no 
dramatic critics to. check him two 
days after the first performance 
of “Hamlet,’”’ he could play such 
tricks and get away with them. In 
a similar mood Mr. O'Neill added 
two totally unnecessary scenes to 
his play for the sole and single pur- 
pose of shocking the sensibilities of 
his audience by making a lad slap 
his father’s face. 


HE famous “‘asides” left me, 
T sor'tne most part, unimpressed. 
In any event, Mr. O’Neill can- 
not claim any credit for their in- 
vention. They are part of the old- 
est form of theatrical technique, 
and they were rightly abandoned 
as the craft of the actor improved, 
Their revival by Mr. O'Neill is 
either an attempt to prevent actors 
from acting or a sign of laziness in 
the author, The worthlessness of 
the majority of these ‘asides’’—-not 
of all of them, for some of them 
are justifiable—is apparent in the 
scene in which Nina learns that 
Ned has told Sam Evans that she 
is about to become a mother and 
has himself departed for Europe. 
In this scene, Mr. O'Neill with re- 
markable restraint, forbids himself 
to put any dialogue, whether of ut- 
tered thoughts or of actual con- 
versation, into Nina’s mouth, and 
the actress, Miss Judith Anderson, 
who gave a very fine performance 
of the part, was obliged to trust tq 
her acting ability to let the aud- 
jence see what was in her mind. 
She showed in her face al] that she 
was thinking far more vividly than 
she could have conveyed to us in 
volumes of words, and at the same 
time she utterly condemned < the 
whole silly “aside” stuff about 
which so much fuss had been made 
by sShallowpastes. ‘These “asides” 
in brief, are on a par with the 
masks in “The Great God Brown,’ 
Mr. O’Neill’s most pretentious play. 
J found myself speculating on 
the fact that when the characters 
sat down and thought disagr¢ eably 
about each other, they must have 
peen greatly embarrassed by the 
prolonged silences that fitfuliy fell 
upon their conversations. er cl- 
though the audience hears the 
thoughts being uttered, the char- 
acters in the play do not hear 
them. They hear only the actual 
dialogue. Now, in a formal, fan- 
tastic pieee, one could not object 
to characters behaving in a formal- 
ly fantastic fashion, but Mr. O'Neill 
is attempting in this piece to at- 
tain to a super reality, and that 
super reality, 1s destroyed for me 
when I find the characters glumly 
glaring at each other for an ap- 
preciable period while they think 
about each ether in a very un- 
pleasant manner, It is a queer 
quality in the play, too, that all the 
laughter which it rouses in the au- 
dience is caused by one character 
sneering at angther. There is not 
. laugh in the whole play which is 
provoked by wit or by good natur- 
ed fun. All the laughter follows 
after some bitter or cruel thought, 
and ought to leave the laugher 
feeling ashamed of his laughter. 
It is a great feat to make thous- 
ands of people sit for hours whilé 
the life story of a nagging neurotie: 
woman is told to them. Not any 
of these people arouse our admir- 
ation. Nina is a born and incors 
rigible nagger. She nnags her fath- 
er, her unwanted admirer, her hus- 
band, her lover, her son, her son's 
everybody with whom she 
comes into contact. She is one of 
the most unattractive figures in the 
whole of imaginative literature, yet 
Mr. (Neill compels us to take in- 
terest ‘in her, In actual life, 99 
Inen out of a hundred, obliged to 
associate with such woman, would 
throttle her and would indubitably 
receive an illuminated address and 
a large check from her friends and 
relations, together with a {ree ‘par- 
don from the President. What the 
feelings of any youth or young 
woman may be after seeing this 
piece, I do like to imagine, Any 
“Mmessage’’ Mr, O'Nei]l has for 
them must seem horribly miserable, 
I should not have been at all sur- 
prised if, after Je aving the theater, 
I had seen the street strewn with , 
corpses of young men and maidens 
who, having witnessed “Strange 
Interlude,” had decided to Ne 
down in front of trucks and trolley 
Cars and let them run over them. 
And yet, LI repeat, the odd play 
singularly fascinates the mind. It 
fascinated me exactly as I am fas- 
cinated by a dreadful sore. I do not 
wish to see it, but I cannot help 
looking at it. There remains only 
to be added that the play is mag- 
nificently directed and performed.

Tip to Operators of High Voltage 
Sets. 

It is well to remember that in 
dealing with high voltage equip- 
ment the current source should be 
turned off before any attempt is 
made to change tubes, equipment 
or wiring. Pulling a tube out of 
its socket, for instance, while the 
current to the power pack and am- 
plifier is turned on will cause a 
surge Of voltage which may be suf- 
ficent to charge the filter: con- 
densors of the power pack to the 
breakdown point unless the. con- 
densers are designed to withstand 
very high voltage. The usual re- 
sult of a breakdown in ‘the con- 
densers is a decided heating in the 
rectifier tube, causing the tube ele- 
ments to get red hot. This will 
ruin the rectifier tube if not caught 
in time and may even result in 
sufficient heat to break the- glass 
of the tube. Such heating of the 
tube is no fault of the tube. It 
is a sure indication that there is 
something wrong in the power 
pack equipment or wiring.

Motorists Are Warned to 
Decision of 


Exercise Care as Result of 
U. 8. Court | 


of Appeals. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—A de- 
cision has just been handed down 
by the United States District Court 
of Appeals, upholding a pedes- 
trian’s right-of-way at a crossing 
despite traffic signal shifts, accord- 
ing to the legal department of the 
American Motorists’ Association. 

In effect the Court holds that 
pedestrians have the right-of-way 
not only at uncontrolled crossings 
but also when they have entered 
an intersection on a green light 
and further holds that the pedes- 
| trian has the right-of-way until he 
| reaches the opposite curb, without 
regard to the change of lights dur- 
ing his passage of the crossing. 

The decision is regarded by the 
association's legal department as 
just and is being called to the at- 
tention of the motoring public in 
order that the motorist may have 
full knowledge of his legal respon- 
| sibility. 


“When a pedestrian steys from a! 


curb to cross the street, having a 
green signal with him, he does so 
by way of invitation and he cannot 
be charged with contributory neg- 
lect if the signal switches when he 
is in the street. Caught in this 
position, the obligation rests upon 
thé motorists not only to observe 
the situation, but to wait until the 
crossing is clear,”’ the decision de- 
clares. 


“Many automobile drivers,” con- 
tinued the Court, “‘seem to imagine 
that. with the shift of the signal 
they are given a clear right-of-way 
against intersecting traffic. In this 
belief they recklessly start their 
machines regardless of persons 
who are already on the intersec- 
tion. It is the duty of drivers of 
machines to exercise greatest vigi- 
lance and care under such circum- 
stances and not only to have their 
machines under control, but to 
stop and wait until pedestrians 
have had an opportunity to clear 
the crossing. Failure to observe 
these precautions constitutes neg- 
ligence on the part of the driver, 
which, in case of accident, is 
chargeable to him.’’

They come here from all corners of 
the United States with something of 
the zeal and the earnestness of novices 
of a new religion. Sometimes they 
haven’t even the goggles and the cov- 
eralls, but they usually have the hel- 
met and a few dollars that will buy 
meals until they can find a part-time 
job. 

The new frontier, bounded only by 
the horizon, has attracted these y.ung- 


. sters—the average age of the 376 stu- 


dents now enrolled is between 21 and 
92-—as once the Far West held out a 
promise of adventure and = quick 
money. This newest frontier attracts 
the black sheep, too, the son of 
wealthy parents who has found every- 
thing else boresome and now looks to 
aviation for a kick, which may be one 
reason why it has been necessary to 
drop five per cent of the students for 
carousing, not tolerated even in its 
milder forms. 

This entire school, with its hangars, 
its classrooms, recreation house, dor- 
mitory, flood lights, shops and cafe- 
teria, has come into being with some- 
thing of t» magic of a frontier town. 
On March 1 last year there was just a 
big field—part lake during high wa- 
ter—in Cahokla, between Dupo and 
East St. Louis, about a quarter of a 
mile from the bank of the river. Now 
there's an air college. Everythine has 
grown with mushroom-like rapidity 
out of the ideas and the money of 
Harry P. Mammen and Oliver L. 


Parks. Mammen, who is the head of’ 


an auto finance company, gives part 
of his time to the enterprise. Parks, 
an automobile salesman turned flyer, 
is general manager. They have had a 
marked success. More graduates of 
their school have passed the Govern- 
ment test for a limited commercial 
pilot’s license than of any other 
school, they state. Their planes have 
flown 6533 hours of student instruc- 
tion and student solo time, with only 
one minor mishap, which did slight 
damage toa plane. And this in eight 
months. 


UT it is nothing, they say. 
Bre see the industry at the 
stage at which the motor car 
was 15 years ago. Their own planes 
are based on this assumption. 
They explain that there were 3400 
airplanes built in this country dur- 
ing the past year; there will be 
15,000 this year, and thereafter the 
progression will be geometric, they 
contend.
